•■7-PEWSs hue been calling frequent meetings of the Central Comnlttss. 

Theee are usually held once a week, but occasionally as often as two or 
three tines per week depending upon the urgency of matters to be handled. 

Source C advised that as evidenced In recent Meetings of the Centre! Committee 
the subject Is vitally interested In the Isbuos of the Duoloe-arowder affair 
and in keeping with his character as an old line Communist leader, the subject 
supports the viewpoint of DWOLOB. In the first meeting at whloh this matter 
was discussed, EXRO SAAD, who favors a policy of collaboration, opposed 
PAKBDE8 ' support of DOCnOB end stated that he would prepare a written declaration 
of his views. The SAA D declaration was not forthcoming, but at a meeting of 
the Central Committee of August 21st, PARTOMSB presented a tentative reeolution 
outlining the attitude of PC3 with respeet to the !*olos-3rowdsr Issue. The 
precise details of this resolution ere not yet known, but genarally tc 
seems to favor following iXCI/C-' recommendations as oloeely as possible, and 
yet try to obtain a preotlsel, advantageous political position in Ecuador. 

At the earns meting of the Central Connlttee PAREDES stated that the activities 
of the local Communist Party among the labor unions of Ecuador, had fallen 
aore and more exclusively upon the shoulders of RBIRO SAAD, end that in the 
future PARE CBS- Intended to take steps to revitalise the establishment of 
cells in labor unions and general ’Marxist education of the workers. ARETES 
characterized this work as probably the most Important activity of the 
Coaaunlst arty. 

POLITICAL ACTIVITY 

Source C advised thst on the evening of August 20th PARSIES called a meeting 
of the Central Committee to consider e message whloh he bsd prepared addressed 
to the new lnleter of Foreign Relations , 3 at/. VIOafTE TRBJILLO. This letter 
concerned the release by the JBltsd States of bases on Ecuadoran territory 
with particular refereime to the Galapagos. PAREDES opened the meeting by 
reeding the letter, whloh was subsequently discussed by the other members

The teak of colonizing the Archipelago is 
pressing and should be continued with enthusiastic coopera- 
tion of the entire country. To delay any longer the abandon- 
ment ef the military bases would affect the sovereignity 
of Veuador. The Central Committee of the Communist Tarty 
believes that the time has arrived to take steps to effect 
the withdrawal of the armed foroee of tbs United states from 
the bases used for defensive purposes during the war which 
has Jxst ended. The entire democratic world has great 
admiration for the Worth American nation, which admiration 
la shared by the Communist Tarty of Ecuador and as a result 
of which we edvoeete a policy of broad collaboration. This 
colic bore tion can only be possible on the basis of complete 
sovereignity of Sounder guaranteed by the Atlantia Charter 
and proclaimed by the United States through the words of 
its great chief, KiAJfflXJM IV HOOBBTSUf .
